He had 
quit handling the Tinu s and Post al 
together and the St. Lou:s Post-Dis- 
pa°tch h;id occui.ied the field for tht, 
evening papers. On the Louisville 
and Memphis run the newsboy inter- 
viewed between Guthrie and Bowling 
Green said he generally sold about 8 
Courier- Journals aud 12 to 15 Enquir- 
Six months ag>) h'^ did not han- 
dle the Enquirer at all, l.ut he had to 
get some paper the i»;"l'!e would 
read.

I lij^'ht a cigar or take 
a pinch of snutl— rtuty on tonacco. 
At breakfast I fin I that the wood oi 
coal that helped i > make my coffee 
has paid octroi, uiid, it may be, im- 
port duty besides. The table at 
which and the chair on which I sit 
have likewise paid entrance dues, 
the cups and saucers have been 
mulcted in the same way, while the 
fees for the state mark have been 
levied on my plate. Whether I 
partake of beef, mutton, veal, pork, 
or venison, I must pay the octroi. I 
am fond of salads — the salt, popper, 
vine;,'ii-r and oil I use in pr.'pariiig 
thciii iiave Ijcen .subjccti'.l to a iiix; 
and it matters, not wlictlicr I ilriiik 
beer, cider, or pt^rry, 1 have to pay 
the state its share all the same. 
After lunch 1 take cafe noir, with a 
drop of cau de vie, and swallow 
thereby three taxes at one draught, 
viz., sugar, coffee and alcohol. 

"After this I harness my horse, 
and pay the republic for the priv- 
ilege; besides which, I pay acjain on 
the hay and oats he has eaten, and 
the straw on which he has slept. If 
I go out for a drive, it implies a new 
tax. If I mount a bicycle, another 
tax of ten francs. If I go hunting, 
one tax; if I buy gunpowder to 
frighten the sparrows from my 
orchard, another. I meet a friend, 
and we repair to a cafe to have a 
game of billiards, and forget thi.'s 
vexatious taxation, but find that we 
mu.-5f pay an impost on the billiards. 
I !)UL down the cue, di.sheartened, 
and take up a pack of cards, but am 
at once confronted by a tax upon 
cards. I finally feel that all this is 
preying on my mind, so I go and 
weigh my tiody to see how much 
flesh I liave lost, but I have first to 
pay the tax on weights and 
to which all citizens are liable. One 
of my sLsters is a nun; therefore, she 
must pay a tax for her costume. I 
wish to let my rooms, and run away 
from it all, and I stick up an an- 
nouncement to that etteot oa the 
door of my houM; but on thtl tiwra 
is fresh tax— and so on, without 
end." 

M. de Cassagnac counts up 119 
different taxes to which he and his 
fellow-citizens are liable, and this 
list by no means exhausts the nxmi- 
ber. In former times, he adds, 
when the system of tithes prevailed, 
it seemed much to have to pay a 
tenth; butailwat this much oould 
be said f or tt'HNt it WM (itid only 
on what you actually gathered and 
possessed, and if you had no wheat 
or wine, you had no taxes. To-day 
you must pay even if all the plagues 
of Egypt had come and destroyed 
your lost blade of grass. Wheat 
may come and wine may go, but 
taxes go on forever. — London Tde- 
graph. •

The first trial was made on the 
Scandia in a storm on the Atlantic. 
A large quantity of soap and water 
was discharged over the bow, and its 
effect was nearly instantaneous, the 
height of the wav«!s. being so dimin- 
ished that the vessel dbuld be man- 
aged without difficulty. 

The steamer Senegal, struck by a 
squall in the Adriatic, used soap and 
•water with the same result. Six 
pounds of soap were dissolved in two 
barrels of water. This solution, 
when dripped over the bow, made a 
quiet space about ten yards wide, 
preventing the waves from breaking 
over the vessel to any great extent.

They aro very light and do 
not, tlwrsfore, .idd to ths burden of 
the voyajfeur, while being literally 
impervious to all winds, save those 
deadly blasts of the Barren Grounds. 

The Indian trappar in winter first 
secures stout moccisins aaJ nei 
"duflel" and next looks to his c^ri 
bou skin capota. Anything may 
answer- for trousers or head cover- 
inif, the former, iiile.vl, bsing moose 
or caribou skin, blanket or "store 
pants" got at the Hudsoa Bay com- 
pany post in trade, while the cou- 
ventional hat is supplied by a col- 
ored handkerchief wound ab5ut the 
head just above the forehead and 
ears, to keep the long hair in place. 
Formerly it was and still is io the 
laore rern-sts -secttoas 
caribou thong bound by sinew and 
decorat^-ii with porcupine quill. But 
the foot covering must b3 of the 
best. 

Moccasins are made of smoked 
moos e skin, bscauss ol its thickness 
(though the thinner caribou skin is 
equally durable) and are really the 
pride of the Indian wardrobr 'They 
are the mo.st, am] vi>ry fivqui-ntly 
the only, decoratcii pieo^ of his ap- 
parel; in pre.snnt.»ti.)a thoy are the 
vehicle of regard from one Indiau 
to anothert they carry the first 
tidings of • mow tender sentiment 
from the maiden to the young hun- 
ter and are the surest indication not 
only of the degree of the woman's 
handicraft but if she be married of 
the degree of ln'i- ro.'ard for her hus- 
band. An Indian's moccasins are & 
walking advcrtisorasnt of his stand- 
ing at home. Blessed is the civil- 
ised world, inasmuch as its wive^ 
are not its bootmakers. 

Moccasin decoration, in fact, prac 
tically ill northlaiid Indian orna 
mentation, is done in beads, porcu 
pine quill or in silk embroidery. 
Silk work Is of somewhat recent in 
troduction, confined entirely to half- 
breeds, and, although rather well ex- 
ecuted, is the least effective. The 
French half-brccds are bimly re- 
sponsible for th" bead eniMoidery 
which is in vo? Je all over the north- 
ern part of this country. One sees 
moccasins, rait'.v-'.H, leggins, all in 
the li-jj.ii-d flciw.-i' patl-ji'DS, taken 
from nature, and therefore some- 
what noteworthy but not nearly so 
Striking as the pure Indian designs 
of the more southerly tribes. 

The porcupine qniil work is truly 
Indian, ;oul, at its host, cxceedlnir'.y 
pretty. l>oth in dcsi;,r,i and coloriag, 
though only the most skillful can do 
it acceptably, for each tiny quill 
woven in separately, and the wea' 
er's ingenuity or lack of it is r( 
vealed in the design. The best speci- 
mens of this work are seen in the' 
women's bejts, though it is put on 
moccasins, shirts, skirts, guncoats, 
as well as on the birchbark baskets 
called rogans, and used for every 
purpose. "Duffel" is a thick blanket 
stuff which, together with "strouds, 
a similar though more closely spuL 
material, the Hudson Bay oompaay 
introduced and christened. S^ffel 
is -used for socks and strouda fdfi$tt- 
gins, and both are manufaotuM|K- 
pressly for the trade in thiscowiy.

On the other hand, 
there are those, like Sir Daniel Wil- 
son, who hold that not only do man's 
hands servo Iii;Ther purposes in 
manipulation and manufacture than 
the ape's, but man rises higher in 
the scale of intelligent superiorily 
by converting one hand, the right, 
into the favored organ of his will. 

The claim that left-handedness 
and ambidexterity prevail among 
savages and primitive mankind is 
'erified by scientific Inquiry. 
Actual observation oi savage races 
shows that thev an- riglit-li:i!uJr..l. 
Important evidence to primitive 
man as well as to existing savages 
is derived from the manner of draw- 
ing profiles. The ^tnskilled draugh tr,. 
man always draws his profiles look- 
ing towards the median line; those 
drawn by the riglit hand face to- 
" ■ ■ , and \ice-vor,;l. It is 
liriiintivo man was 
ambidcxtrou.'; becan.se sucli relics of 
his art as are extant face either way ; 
but the great majority are appar- 
ently right-handers, as they face to- 
wards the left. Such art as is left 
by the Egyptians, Assyrians and 
tiio primitive Mayas of America, 
show almost all profiles facing to the 
left, except when turned to preserve 
the balance in grnupini's nf figures. 

One-sidedness affects not only the 
hand, but we find that the right 
eye is regarded by many scientists 
as Ijetter adapted for using the 
microscope or telescope. The right 
ear seems stronger, more discrimi- 
nating. The teeth on the right side 
appear earlier, as a rule, and iiave 
more strength and durability.

In many of Iho arts 
A higli efficiency is required of both 
nands; but this is a long move from 
absolute ambidexterity. 

All that can be definitely said of 
left-handedness Is that It is never 
sporadic or isolated unless family 
•st.Ttistics reaching b:ic!c and out fa 
enough are missing. Some ancesto 
more or less remote, some relativi 
near or distant, always appears 
witli the same abnormality. The 
term abnormality merely intends to 
signify nori-oonformitv to tvpe 
I'rnf.'F. Edge Kavanagh of T-,-sit 
College.
